And  Softball  Coach 

Serving  the  college  as  athletic  director  since  1989,  Gwyn 
Young  has  been  head  coach  of  the  Lady  Wolves  basketball 
team  for  17  years.  Since  coming  to  Co-Lin,  he  has  seen  his 
team  win  title  after  title  and  has  compiled  a  record  of  299  wins 
and  110  losses. 

The  Lady  Wolves  captured  the  south  division  tournament 
title  in  1984,  1985,  1986,  1990  and  1991.  South  division 
regular  season  crowns  have  been  won  nine  different  times 
including  1976,  1982,  1983,  1985,  1986,  1988,  1989,  1990, 
1991  and  1992. 

Young  was  named  Region  23  Coach  of  the  Year  in  1989 
when  his  team  won  the  region  championship  and  went  on  to 
place  fourth  in  the  National  Junior  College  Athletic  Associa- 
tion Tournament.  Young  has  been  named  a  Clarion-Ledger 
Coach  of  the  Year  for  Junior  Colleges,  and  he  has  coached 
the  Mississippi  Junior  College  All-Star  Game  three  years. 

Young  is  also  employed  at  Co-Lin  as  a  mathematics 
instructor.

A  10-3  dual  match  record  in  1992  pushed  Coach  Mike  Mclntyre's  14-season  win-loss  record  to 
21 0-21 .  In  the  spring  of  1 991 ,  though,  the  Wolves  tennis  team  came  within  a  single  point  of  capturing 
an  unprecedented  third  consecutive  state/regional  championship,  finishing  as  runner-up.  Mclntyre's 
squad  also  extended  its  state-record  unbeaten  string  to  68  dual  match  wins  (over  four  seasons), 
before  suffering  its  only  loss  that  April.  The  Wolves  finished  1 8-1  for  the  season  en  route  to  their  sixth 
trip  to  the  NJCAA  nationals  in  Texas. 

A  USPTR-certified  teaching  professional,  Mclntyre  has  been  named  "Coach  of  the  Year"  four 
times  and  has  seen  his  Wolves  win  five  state  and  four  regional  titles,  plus  1 6  other  team  honors.  He 
has  had  five  teams  ranked  in  the  national  "top  20."  The  1990  team  is  still  the  only  Mississippi  team 
to  ever  finish  in  the  "top  10"  at  the  NJCAA  nationals. 

Mclntyre  also  serves  as  business  division  chairman  and  teaches  economics.  He  earned  his 
associate  of  arts  degree  from  Copiah-Lincoln,  and  his  bachelor  of  science  and  master  of  business 
administration  degrees  from  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi.  He  has  done  additional  work  at 
USM,  Mississippi  College,  Memphis  State  University,  University  of  Utah,  University  of  South 
Carolina,  University  of  Texas-Arlington,  and  Dennis  Van  der  Meer's  Tennis  University.

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Wolf  pack  returns  13  from  '91 


With  only  13  players  returning  from  last  season,  Coach 
Randall  Bradberry  says  his  1992  Wolves  of  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College  will  be  inexperienced. 

But  he  will  be 
m  looking    to    many 

freshmen  to  help 
carry  on  the  Co-Lin 
tradition. 

"One  of  the 
biggest  question 
marks  is  the  quar- 
terback position 
where  three  first  year 
players  will  be  bat- 
tling for  the  starting 
assignment,"  Brad- 
berry  said. 

"Virtually  all  ar- 
eas will  be  lacking 
experience  and  depth.  The  kicking  game,  both  punting  and 
placement,  will  be  handled  by  newcomers,"  he  said. 

The  1991  Wolves  finished  second  in  the  South  Division 
with  a  4-1  -1  record  and  advanced  to  the  M  JCAA  playoffs  for  the 
sixth  time  in  seven  years.  Following  a  loss  to  eventual  state 
champion  Northwest  35-10  in  the  first  round,  the  season  ended 
at  6-4-1. 

He  added,  "One  of  the  by-products  of  youth  that  I  hope  for 
is  enthusiasm.  I  feel  that  the  youngsters  we  have  coming  in  are 
good  people,  and  hopefully  will  mature  quickly  and  be  able  to 
compete  in  this  league." 

Bradberry  will  be  counting  on  running  back  Tyrus  White  of 
Hazlehurst  and  offensive  lineman  Chris  Brister  of  Wesson  to  lead 
the  offensive  team.  He  has  fingered  Chris  Russell  of  Rogers, 
Ala.,  linebacker,  and  Jimmy  Newman  of  Campbell,  Ky.,  defen- 
sive lineman,  to  be  leaders  for  the  defensive  team. 

Seventy  players  reported  for  pre-season  practice. 
Co-Lin  kicks  off  the  season  on  Saturday,  September  5, 
hosting  the  Northwest  Rangers.

The  1992  recipients  are  Wade  Alexander  of  Wesson;  the  late  Henry  Rene  "Frenchie"  Bolis  of  Crystal  Springs; 
Leroy  "Roy"  Bullock  of  North  Little  Rock,  Ark.;  Aline  Peacock  Carter  of  Jackson;  and  Mayo  A.  Pittman  of  Frederick,  Md. 
The  new  group  will  join  69  other  former  students  named  to  the  honor  since  1 978. 


Wade  Alexander 


WADE  ALEXANDER 

Wade  Alexander  of  Wesson  played  football  and  ran  track  at  Co-Lin  from  1 950  to  1 952.  He  was 
co-captain  of  the  Co-Lin  football  team  and  won  honorable  mention  All  State  honors  in  1951. 

A  native  of  Columbus  where  he  was  co-captain  of  the  Lee  High  School  football  team  in  1 949, 
Alexander  was  starting  halfback  all  four  years  in  college  and  for  two  years  on  a  strong  service 
team  at  Fort  Jackson,  S.C. 

He  lettered  in  football  and  track  at  Lee  High  School,  Co-Lin,  Louisiana  College,  and  at  Fort 
Jackson. 

He  was  co-captain  at  Louisiana  College  in  1953  and  was  voted  to  the  second  team  All  Gulf 
States  Conference. 

His  greatest  accomplishment  as  an  athlete,  he  feels,  was  making  the  starting  team  both  years 
at  Fort  Jackson.  At  this  time  the  service  teams  were  loaded  with  All  Americans  and  major  college 
stars.  Fort  Jackson  backs  included  Florida  All  American  and  later  All  Pro,  Rick  Casares;  Henry 
Mosley,  later  with  the  Chicago  Bears;  Hal  Ledyard,  Chattanooga  All  American  and  one  year  with 
San  Francisco  49'ers;  Neil  Worden,  the  Notre  Dame  great  and  scoring  record  holder;  Zippy 
Morocco,  Georgia  star  who  spent  a  year  in  the  Canadian  league;  and  Tommy  Lewis,  Alabama's 
fullback  who  won  fame  for  his  off-the-bench  tackle  in  the  Cotton  Bowl. 

Alexander,  who  is  chairperson  of  the  social  science  division,  joined  Copiah-Lincoln's  faculty 
in  1970,  then  in  1975  he  became  division  chairperson,  served  as  track  coach  from  1980-1982 
and  as  assistant  football  coach  in  1986. 

He  was  head  football  and  track  coach  at  Crystal  Springs  High  School  for  nine  years  and  was  head  track  coach  for  three  years  and 
head  football  coach  at  Bastrop,  La.,  prior  to  then  and  was  an  assistant  football  coach  at  Tunica  at  the  beginning  of  his  coaching  career. 
As  a  head  football  coach,  his  record  was  55-41-5.  His  track  coaching  record  included  Little  Dixie  Conference  championships  in  1 960, 
1966,  and  1967;  District  7  champions  in  1960  and  1962  and  runners-up  in  1966  and  1967;  Jackson  Daily  News  Relay  Champs  in 
1965  and  1967;  and  District  5A  runners-up  in  Louisiana  in  1970. 

His  wife,  the  former  Sharon  Dunn,  is  an  instructor  in  English  at  Co-Lin.  Both  of  their  children,  Wade  Jr.  and  Amy,  are  Co-Lin 
graduates. 


HENRY  "FRENCHIE"  BOLIS 

Henry  Rene  "Frenchie"  Bolis  was  a  graduate  of  Crystal  Springs  High  School  where  he  was 
an  outstanding  football  player  and  he  continued  playing  at  Copiah-Lincoln  where  he  graduated 
in  1936. 

He  lettered  two  years  in  football  at  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi  and  while  a  member 
of  the  1939  and  1940  squads  served  as  secretary/treasurer  of  the  "M"  Club.  He  was  inducted 
posthumously  into  the  USM  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in  1966. 

In  1 966  the  Crystal  Springs  Radar  Station  named  their  athletic  field  in  his  honor,  Bolis  Field. 
The  Mississippi  Job  Corps  Center  rededicated  the  field  in  his  memory  in  ceremonies  on  October 
23,1986. 

Bolis  was  killed  in  action  on  July  24,  1944,  defending  his  country.  He  was  posthumously 
awarded  the  Bronze  star  medal  (Purple  Heart). 

The  original  sign  placed  in  1 966  at  Bolis  Field  was  given  by  former  teammates  from  USM.  The 
field  was  named  in  his  memory  as  the  athlete  best  exemplifying  a  gentleman  and  a  true 
sportsman.

LEROY  BULLOCK 

Leroy  "Roy"  Bullock  lettered  in  football,  basketball,  track  and  volleyball  at  Hazlehurst  where  he  played  on  the  undefeated  football 
team  in  1947.  He  entered  Co-Lin  and  played  football  his  freshman  year,  making  All  State  honorable  mention.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  854"h  Medical  Collecting  Company  activated  from  Co-Lin  during  the  Korean  War.  When  the  unit  came  back  home  in  June,  1952, 
he  reentered  Co-Lin  and  lettered  in  football,  track,  and  baseball,  graduating  in  1953. 

After  Co-Lin  he  entered  Henderson  State  Teachers  College  in  Arkadelphia,  Ark.,  graduating  in  1 955  with  a  B.S.E.  and  going  back 
to  receive  his  master's  degree  in  public  school  administration  in  1960. 
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In  1 955  he  came  to  Copiah-Lincoln  High  School  to  teach  social  studies  and  to  coach  and 
to  scout  for  the  college.  The  high  school  won  the  conference  basketball  tournament  and  was 
second  in  the  football  conference.  In  1 956  his  basketball  team  went  to  the  state  tournament 
where  Robert  Newsom  was  named  All  State. 

After  leaving  Co-Lin  the  Bullocks  moved  to  Vaiden  where  he  coached  all  sports  and  taught 
social  studies. 

He  became  principal  of  Dermott  High  School  in  Arkansas  in  1 959  and  remained  there  until 
1 965.  His  family  was  active  in  the  church  and  he  was  a  member  of  the  Lions  Club,  American 
Legion  Club  and  the  Eagles  Club. 

When  he  moved  to  Shreveport,  La.,  in  1965,  he  entered  sales  for  Clico  Pneumatic  Tool 
Company,  became  a  district  manager  in  Seattle,  Wash.,  and  was  then  transferred  to  Little 
Rock,  Ark.,  and  in  July,  1969,  he  began  working  for  Ross  Laboratories,  a  division  of  Abbott 
Laboratories  in  North  Chicago,  III. 

Bullock  has  won  13  national  awards,  19  regional  awards,  and  51  district  awards  for  his 
sales.  He  was  honored  by  being  on  eight  pharmaceutical,  five  infant  nutrition,  and  six  geriatric 
national  panels. 

He  won  numerous  trips  throughout  the  nation,  including  one  to  Hawaii. 

He  took  a  medical  retirement  because  of  heart  problems  and  severe  asthma  in  August, 
1990. 
He  and  his  wife,  the  former  Alice  Ann  Murray,  are  parents  of  three  children,  Steve,  Brenda  Bullock  Lang,  and  Julie  E.  Bullock 
Johnson.  They  have  four  grandchildren.

Aline  Peacock  Carter  of  Jackson,  a  native  of  Simpson  County,  played  basketball  at  Co- 
Lin  where  she  was  named  to  the  1938  All  State  team,  and  where  she  lettered  both  years  in 
track  and  basketball,  graduating  in  1939. 

While  at  Co-Lin  she  was  a  member  of  the  Pep  Club,  YWCA,  Home  Economics  Club,  and 
the  "W"  Club.  She  played  basketball  at  Pinola  High  School. 

After  graduation  from  Co-Lin  she  married  Austin  Wilkes  Carter  in  1940. 

She  then  began  a  nursing  career,  which  carried  her  to  Colorado,  Texas,  and  finally  back 
to  Mississippi.  This  career  was  temporarily  interrupted  during  World  War  II  when  she  and  her 
husband  worked  in  Mobile,  Ala.,  as  welders  in  the  repair  of  war  ships. 

The  Carters  were  pioneers  in  the  nursing  home  industry  in  Mississippi,  having  established 
Carter's  Guest  Home  in  south  Jackson  in  1 954  as  they  cared  for  elderly  patients  in  their  home. 
This  meager  beginning  grew  into  a  50-bed  nursing  home.  The  Carters  set  the  standard  of 
nursing  care  for  the  elderly  and  touched  many  lives  over  their  36-year  tenure  in  Carter's  Guest 
Home.  She  is  a  nursing  home  administrator  and  licensed  practical  nurse. 

Upon  retirement,  Aline  has  enjoyed  traveling  and  ballroom  dancing  and  in  1 988  at  the  age 
of  70  captured  a  first  place  trophy  at  the  United  States  Ballroom  Championship  Competition 
in  Miami. 

Widowed  in  1979,  she  remains  an  active  member  of  Woodville  Heights  Baptist  Church.

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Tennis  team  finishes  1992  season 
with  10-3  dual  match  record

The  1 992  season  will  go  down  in  my  book 
as  one  of  the  most  memorable  ever!  No,  we  didn't 
add  another  state  championship  trophy  to  our 
collection  (five  since  1981),  plus  three  runners- 
up.  No,  we  didn't  bring  home  another  NJCAA 
regional  championship  plaque  (four  already,  plus 
two  runners-up  since  1981).  No,  we  didn't  end 
the  season  nationally-ranked,  as  six  other  Wolf- 
pack  squads  have  since  1986  (although  the  '92 
Wolves  were  #12  in  the  nation  in  a  preseason 
Intercollegiate  Tennis  Coaches  Association  poll). 
No,  we  did  not  qualify  for  our  seventh  trip  to  the  NJCAA  nationals. 
And,  regrettably,  we  didn't  add  any  new  names  to  our  lists  of 
individual  state  and  regional  titleholders  (56  titles  since  1981)." 

"What  did  the  '92  Pack  accomplish?  A  respectable  regular 
season  dual  match  record  of  10-3  (pushing  Mclntyre's  14-season 
won-loss  record  to  21 0-21 )  and  a  solid  4th  place  finish  among  the  1 2 
schools  which  competed  at  the  MACJC  state/NJCAA  regional  tour- 
nament in  Biloxi.  Amazing  numbers?  No.  Amazing  story  behind  the 
numbers?  YES!" 

"Amazing"  is  a  good  adjective  for  the  '92  Pack,  a  group  of  guys 
who  had  more  fun  playing  tennis  than  any  team  I've  coached.  Sopho- 
more Brad  Ishee  (#7  on  the  '91  state/regional  runner-up  squad)  of 
Wesson  was  the  only  returning  player.  Freshmen  Dave  Robison  of 
Loyd  Star  and  Robbie  Penn  of  Monticello  came  into  the  program  last 
fall,  but  we  were  still  half  a  team  short  (six  players  are  required  for  a 
full  team  in  college  tennis).  In  early  March,  we  picked  up  Brookhaven's 
Greg  Panzica,  Chris  Terrell,  and  Shaun  Walker,  all  members  of  CL's 
basketball  team.  Terrell  and  Walker  were  rookies  to  tennis — neither 
even  owned  a  racket!  We  got  quite  a  few  chuckles  from  other  teams 
when  Terell  would  go  around  asking  if  he  could  borrow  a  racket  to 
play  the  match  with.  At  the  end  of  the  season  we  also  picked  up 
Mendenhall  freshman  Chris  Layton  from  the  baseball  team." 

"I  told  the  guys  during  the  preseason  that  our  team  reminded 
me  of  those  scud  missile  attacks  during  the  Persian  Gulf  war — we 
were  going  to  aim  them  in  the  general  direction  of  our  opponents,  fire, 
and  see  if  we  could  do  some  damage!" 

Amazingly,  the  Wolves  completed  the  regular  season  with  1 0 
wins.  The  3  losses  were  to  the  top  3  finishers  in  the  state/regional 
tournament,  including  a  very  narrow  set-back  against  runner-up 
Northwest  (decided  by  a  couple  of  very  close  three-set  matches). 

At  the  '92  state/regional,  the  "scud  squad"  was  led  by  Ishee 
(1 0-6  season  record  in  singles)  who  capped  his  final  season  by  being 
voted  CL's  tournament  MVP  after  making  it 
to  the  #2  singles  semi's.  Ishee  lost  to  South

American  Ricardo  Rodriguez,  the  #2  champ  from  Hinds.  "Super 
Dave"  Robison  (1 2-3),  one  of  the  top  seeds  at  #3,  lost  a  3-set  heart- 
breaker  in  the  semi's  against  the  champion  from  Northwest.  Panzica 
(1 0-5),  #4  seed,  made  it  to  the  #4  singles  semi's  before  losing  to  the 
top  seed  from  Northwest.  Despite  his  late  season  start,  Layton 
showed  a  lot  of  raw  talent  in  scaring  Hinds'  top  seeded  #5  singles 
player,  losing  a  close  3-setter  in  the  second  round.  Wolfpack 
basketball  point-guard-turned  rookie  tennis  celebrity  Terrell  (10-4) 
wound  up  his  very  brief  career — from  early  March  to  late  April — 
third-seeded  in  the  #6  singles  bracket,  losing  in  the  semi-final  to 
Jones.  Doubles  highlights  at  the  tournament  included  Panzica  and 
Robison  (12-3  record  together)  fighting  their  way  into  the  semi's 
before  losing  to  the  #2  champs  from  Hinds.  Layton  and  Penn  (Penn 
was  1 0-5  for  the  season  in  doubles)  met  a  similar  fate,  dropping  the 
semi-final  to  the  top  seeded  Northwest  #3  duo. 

Although  Northwest  was  a  slight  favorite  to  be  the  first  team 
other  than  Co-Lin  or  Hinds  to  win  a  team  championship  since  1 985, 
the  Rangers  were  nipped  at  the  wire  by  a  very  fortunate  Hinds  Eagle 
squad.  No  doubt,  the  '92  Wolves  led  the  nation  in  "having  fun  while 
playing  tennis!" 

OUTLOOK  FOR  "93 

Robison,  Panzica,  Penn,  and  Layton  should  provide  a  solid 
core  of  veterans  around  which  to  build  a  good  team  for  '93.  At  this 
point,  it  looks  like  we've  had  a  good  year  in  recruiting.  High  on  the  list 
of  prospects  are  Andrew  Haile  of  Natchez  Cathedral,  Chris  Dodgen 
from  Berwick,  La.,  Jay  McGuffey  from  Monticello,  and  Clark  Walker 
from  Magee.  Dominic  Haro,  a  former  top-ranked  juniors  player  in 
Louisiana,  is  expected  to  enroll  in  the  spring,  giving  the  Wolves  a 
powerful  weapon  at  the  top  of  line-up.  Former  BHS  standout  Kenny 
McMillian,  who  worked  out  with  the  Wolves  last  spring,  is  also 
expected  to  make  a  run  at  a  spot  on  the  roster. 
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Golf  course  expansion  becoming  reality 


An  additional  nine  holes  on  the  Copiah-Lincoln 
Community  College  golf  course  will  become  a  reality 
within  the  next  two  to  three  years. 

The  approximate  cost  for  adding  the  nine  holes 
will  be  $400,000,  according  to  Alton  Greenlee,  golf 
course  manager. 

Financing  will  not  involve  college  funds,  how- 
ever. Timber  sales  on  the  area  brought  in  $21 0,000. 
Other  projects  to  raise  funds  to  finance  the  project 
include  an  expanded  membership  drive;  real  estate 
sales  on  the  back  part  of  the  golf  course  property; 
private  contributions  from  corporations,  businesses, 
and  individuals;  and  a  major  fund-raising  project  not 
yet  announced. 

"The  timber  harvest  has  been  completed," 
Greenlee  said.  Clearing/grubbing  the  fairways  is  now 
underway.  Co-Lin's  heavy  equipment  operator  pro- 
gram has  been  responsibleforthe  clearing.  Greenlee 
adds,  "We  especially  thank  Louis  Dugas,  David 
McCulloch,  and  instructor  James  Rabalais  for  their 
help  with  this  project."  The  clearing  phase  should  be 
completed  by  December. 


Landscaping  and  leveling  will  follow,  with  the 
final  phase  being  the  construction  of  greens  and  tee 
bases  and  irrigation  of  the  new  area. 

Depending  upon  the  "right  time"  for  the  grow- 
ing season  of  grass  will  be  the  ultimate  determin- 
ing factor  in  the  completion  of  the  course.  If  the 
installation  of  grass  can  be  done  at  the  proper  time, 
completion  will 
be  a  year  ear- 
lierthan  expect- 
ed.
